He Lords and Co:mmmons have commanded theſe enſuing 
- Letters and Votes to be printed, The copy of a Letter written 
by the Lord Dighy to the Q ucen,the 10 cf Aarch laſtct his 
own hand-writing : An originall Letter written to the Lord Dig- 
by, by Mr. Thomas Eliot from York the 27 of May laſt, two notes 
of Arms, the cone of which is partly Hs Majeſties owne hand. both 
found ainong my Lord Dzgbies papers : In he Lerer of the Lord 
Dighy to the Queen, it may be obſerved;how he diſcovers his vene- 
mous heart to this Kingdom,in that in2licions<cenlure, that we are 
a Countrey unworthy of her; unworthy indced to' be fo often de- 
figned to ruin &deftrution,ro be underinined and circumvemed by 
ſo manyplots and devilliſh projeRs cf Jeſuits ad Priefts and other 
the moſt fatious and malignant fpirits in Chriſtendome; by which 
we had been often ruined and defiroyed,if Gods wonderfull Mercy 
had not preſerved us : And we call his Divine Majeſty to witneſle, 
that wee have never done any thing «gainſt the perſqnall afery or 
Honour of her Majeſty, onely wee have' deſired t6 beſecured from 
ſuch plots , fron ſuch miſchityous Engines, that they might not 
have the favour of che Courtand ſuch a powerfull Influchce upon 
his Majeſtics Councels , as they have had, to the extreame hazard 
not onely of the Civill Liberty, and Peace of the Kingdom ; bur of 
that which we hold Cearer mich then, theſe, yea, then. the very be- 
ing of this Nation, our Religion whereupon depends rhe. honour
